TEAM NOTES AGAINST NEW YORK 

• Saturday’s game will mark the 63rd regular-season meeting between the clubs, and 72nd all- 
time in MLS regular-season, postseason and tournament action combined 

• The Revs lead the all-time, regular-season series with the New York Red Bulls (formerly the New 
York/New Jersey MetroStars), 26-21-15 

• On the road, the Revs are 8-16-8 against New York all time in the MLS regular season, including 
an 0-4-1 record at Red Bull Arena 

• The Red Bulls’ win in Foxborough in June was the team’s first victory away since June 29, 2002 
... between those dates, the Revs went 11-0-6 in regular-season matches played in Foxborough 
before the loss in June 

• The Revs are 1 -5-4 in their last 10 meetings against New York 

• Saturday’s match is the second of two regular-season meetings between the two clubs this year 

• Seven of the last 11 games between the teams have been one-goal games or draws, dating 
back to May 29,2010 

• New England and New York have met in the postseason three times - all since 2003 - and the 
Revs have eliminated New York on each occasion ... the clubs most recent playoff encounter 
was in the 2007 Eastern Conference Semifinal Series, which the Revs won, 1-0, on aggregate

• Andy Dorman has two goals and two assists in 15 appearances against New York ... Dorman’s 
last goal against the Red Bulls came on July 7, 2007, in a 1-0 win at Giants Stadium 

• Diego Fagundez has two goals in six appearances against New York ... Fagundez last scored in 
the team’s 2-2 draw on Oct. 5,2013 

• Lee Nguyen has two goals in seven appearances against New York ... Nguyen scored the 
game-winner on July 8,2012, in Foxborough, and added a penalty-kick goal on Oct. 5,2013 

• Shalrie Joseph has two goals in 28 appearances against New York ... Joseph leads all current 
Revolution players with eight assists against New York, including three game-winning assists 

• Chris Tierney has three assists in 11 appearances against New York - including the game¬ 
winning assist on July 8, 2012 

• Teal Bunbury has one goal and one assist in seven appearances against New York while playing 
with Sporting KC ... Bunbury’s last against NY was the game-winning goal on Oct. 15, 2011 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 2-3-3 against New York, with a 1.72 goals against average and one 
shutout 

• Brad Knighton is 2-0-1 in three starts against New York, with a 1.00 goals against average ... he 
has made one appearance against the Red Bulls each with New England (T), Philadelphia (W) 
and Vancouver (W)... Knighton’s MLS debut came against New York on March 28,2009, a 1-1 
draw at Giant Stadium 

LAST MEETING: New York 2, New England 0 
June 8,2014 at Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. - The Revs suffered a 2-0 loss in the teams’ final match before the Major 
League Soccer break for the 2014 FIFA World Cup ... goals from Eric Alexander (17th minute) and 
Peguy Luyindula (76th minute) helped the Red Bulls hand the Revs their second straight loss despite 
New England out-shooting New York 24-10 and Luis Robles being called on for 10 saves to keep the 
Revs off the board ... the loss was New England’s first at home in the 2014 season ... with the victory, 
the Red Bull recorded their first regular-season win at Gillette Stadium since June 29,2002 - a span of 
almost 12 years.

NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT NEW YORK RED BULLS 


TEAM NOTES 


AGAINST NEW YORK 

Saturday's match against New York is the second of two meetings between the two clubs 
this season and the only one being played in Harrison ... the squads met at Gillette Stadium 
on June 8, with the Red Bulls pulling out a 2-0 win behind Luis Robles’ 10-save effort... 
Saturday's game will be the 62nd meeting in league play, as the Revolution hold a 26-21-15 
advantage in the all-time, regular-season series ... the Revs are 8-16-8 in road matches 
against the New York club, including an 0-4-1 mark at Red Bull Arena ... overall, Saturday’s 
match will be the 72nd all-time between the two teams, including MLS Cup Playoffs and U.S. 
Open Cup meetings, with the Revs holding a 30-23-17 edge in all matches. 

LOTS OF HOME COOKING COMING UP 

The Revolution has started a stretch of their season in which they’ll play seven of nine MLS 
games at Gillette Stadium ... in fact, following Saturday's game at New York, the Revs will 
then play five of their next six games at Gillette Stadium ... while the Revs started the season 
4-0-1 at home and didn’t allow a goal at Gillette Stadium until May 24, the team lost its next 
four home games, scoring only two goals in those four match, before earning a 3-0 win on 
Wednesday against Colorado. 

“NGUYENNING” = WINNING 

Lee Nguyen played a key part in all three of the Revolution’s goals on Wednesday night, scor¬ 
ing twice and assisting on the team's third goal by Kelyn Rowe ... Nguyen’s two goals matched 
his previous single-game best, and the two-goal game was his first since May 12, 2012, when 
he scored twice (and added an assist) against Vancouver... Nguyen now has a team-high 
eight goals this season, a new single-season best for the 27-year old ... finally, the Revs are 
now 5-1-1 this season when Nguyen scores a goal, the only loss coming at LA on July 16. 

JAM-PACKED JULY COMING TO A MERCILESS END 

With the Revolution’s advancement to the quarterfinals in the U.S. Open Cup, New England 
has had a very congested schedule in the last six weeks and its finally coming to an end this 
weekend ... between June 25 and Aug. 2, the Revolution had 10 matches scheduled in the 
span of 39 days ... that span included two USOC matches and eight league matches ... during 
this run, the Revs are 2-7-0 overall with one of the wins coming in USOC play ... there were 
five home matches and five road matches (Salt Lake, Philadelphia, LA-Dallas joint trip and this 
weekend's New York trip) included ... before this current stretch, the Revolution did not play 
more than one game per week since the start of the season. 

REVS WAITING FOR DAYS GONE “BYE” NEXT WEEK 

With their designated bye weekend coming next week - Week 22 of the schedule (Aug. 9-13) 

- the Revolution will be the last team in MLS who will enjoy a bye weekend outside of the 
league’s recent World Cup break ... that bye will come with open arms as the team is wrap¬ 
ping up a 10-games-in-39-days stretch ... with the exception of Portland - who does not have 
an in-season bye week in their schedule besides the World Cup break - every other team in 
MLS will have enjoyed at least one bye weekend before the Revs sit out next week's lineup 
... this year’s schedule is a stark change from the 2013 slate that saw the Revs have two bye 
weeks in the first six weeks of the schedule: Week 1 and Week 6. 

STREAK SNAPPED 

Wednesday’s win against Colorado snapped the Revolution’s eight-game losing streak in 
league matches that dated back to May 31 ... the eight-game stretch was the team's longest 
in the MLS’ post-shootout era (2000-present), and the second-longest in club history (nine 
games, twice: July 20 - Sept. 9,1997, and May 13 - July 1,1998) 

STREAKS OF TWO DIFFERENT TYPES 

From late April to late May, the Revolution was the hottest team in MLS, reeling off five 
consecutive wins - tied for the longest stretch in MLS so far this season - as part of a seven- 
game unbeaten run ... however, between May 31 and July 26, the Revs dropped eight straight 
league games, the longest losing streak in MLS so far this season.

New England is a perfect 7-0-0 when scoring the first goal of a game ... the Revs are the only 
team in the league with a perfect record when striking first in a match ... four other teams are 
undefeated when scoring the first goal, but each has seen at least one match end in a draw 
after scoring first... scoring first is so important in MLS that every team in the league - all 19 - 
has a .500 winning percentage or higher when scoring first. 

FALL BEHIND EARLY AND IT'S A LONG ROAD BACK 

While the Revs have proven that scoring first is the means to a win, they've also proven that 
allowing the first goal means its much more difficult to earn a point... New England is 1-11-1 
when allowing the first goal this season, with the only points coming at Toronto (a 2-1 win on 
May 3 after falling behind 1-0 and a 1-1 draw at Chicago after falling behind 1-0)... in fact, in 
every match in the team’s recent eight-game losing streak, the Revs surrendered the game's 
first goal... overall, the league’s top two teams when allowing the first goal - Dallas (3-3-3) and 
Seattle (4-4-0) - only have .500 winning percentages after giving up the game's first goal. 

SHOTS JUST NOT FALLING 

The Revs are just not seeing their shots fall this season, despite averaging 14.0 shots per 
game ... New England is third in MLS in shots with 294 shots overall and fourth in shots on 
goal with 105 ... however, the Revolution is tied for 12th in goals scored with 28 ... the team’s 
9.5 percent shooting percentage is 16th in the league. 

CORNERS KICKS NOW ADDING UP 

The Revolution now leads MLS in corner kicks with 127 ... two games ago, the Revs tied a club 
record with 15 corner kick, and have averaged 7.4 corners per game in the last 10 matches ... 
Chris Tierney has a team-high 41 corner kicks, which Kelyn Rowe (38) and Lee Nguyen (24) 
follow behind him. 

SCORING SKIDS SNAPPED 

The Revolution exploded for three goals on Wednesday night, the team’s most since scoring 
five at Philadelphia on May 17 ... additionally, Lee Nguyen's opening goal in the 10th minute 
was the team’s first in open play since Saer Sene scored on the run on June 28 ... the Revs’ 
previous four goals all came from set-piece situations ... the Revs went 476 minutes between 
goals from the run of play. 

DAVIES GETS IN ON THE ACTION 

Charlie Davies made just his second start with the Revs on Wednesday, lining up at forward 
against Colorado ... just 10 minutes later, he made an impact, laying off a pass to a surging 
Lee Nguyen, who struck for the game’s first goal... it was Davies' first ever-start at Gillette Sta¬ 
dium in MLS, and his first appearance at his “home” stadium since March 26, 2011, when he 
came on as a halftime substitute (and converted a stoppage-time penalty kick) as a member of 
D.C. United ... his assist was his first with the Revs and just his second in MLS - his first assist 
came on May 4, 2011, in D.C.’s 2-1 win over Seattle. 

ALSTON’S ALRIGHT 

On Wednesday, Kevin Alston made his first start since May 3 when he lined up at left back in 
place of the injured Chris Tierney, and he also picked up an assist - his first of the season ... 
it was Alston’s fifth start on the year... it was also the first match in which he was on the field 
through the final whistle since April 12 against Houston ... he also started the April 19 match at 
Chicago, but was red-carded in the 90th minute ... Alston’s assist on Wednesday was his first 
of the season and the fifth of his career... it was his first assist since March 31,2012. 

ROWE FORGOS HIS “ROWEING” CELEBRATION ... THIS TIME 

Kelyn Rowe developed a signature goal-scoring celebration in 2012, jumping on the field 
boards behind a goal with his teammates and “rowing"... however, after he scored his first 
goal of the 2013 season - one hampered by injuries and fitness - Rowe decided against doing 
his celebratory paddle, saying, “I actually planned not to celebrate, just because we’ve lost so 
many games in a row. The emotions got the better of me, and I just kind of got the monkey off 
my back, it was good." ... his goal celebration, instead, was pushing everyone away from him 
and wiping himself clean to get the “monkey off his back" as he claimed. 

PLAYERS ON GOOD BEHAVIOR WATCH 

The Revolution currently have two players on Good Behavior watch after picking up their 
fourth yellow cards in recent games ... Chris Tierney picked up his fourth yellow card at Dallas 
on July 19, and now needs two more clean games to have his caution total reduced to three ... 
Lee Nguyen picked up his fourth yellow card on July 26 against Columbus and now must go 
two more games cardless to see his season total reduced to three ... should either player pick 
up a yellow card before the end of his clean-run, he would miss his team's next game while 
serving a one-game yellow-card accumulation suspension ... so far this season, Andy Dorman 
has successfully earned a Good Behavior exemption. 


START STRONG, FINISH STRONG ... 


SHUTTLEWORTH STEADIES HIMSELF IN GOAL 
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TEAM NOTES 


After a one-game absence on June 28 against Philadelphia, Bobby Shuttleworth has been 
back in goal in each of the team's last six matches ... Brad Knighton had started the team’s 
prior three matches overall - including a pair of U.S. Open Cup matches (June 18 at Rich¬ 
mond, June 25 against Rochester) and the June 28 match against Philiy... Shuttleworth has 
now made 19 starts, going 7-10-2 on the season with a 1.42 goals against average. 

Jay Heaps on the goalkeeping situation: 7 think both keepers have shown really well. It’s not 
one of these things where the day one starter gets named and the competition is over. This 
competition - and when I say it, it’s a very good competition - both guys root for each other 
and they know each other well. There's a kind of support for each other. I think that it’s one 
of those things that is going to go on all year. It’s not going to be the day one starter, and then 
whoever it is, he’s the starter for 34 games. I think there’s going to be a battle throughout the 
season." 

SHUTTLEWORTH STRIKES A SHUTOUT AGAIN 

Bobby Shuttleworth recorded his fifth shutout of the season on Wednesday night, making three 
saves on the way to his fifth clean sheet of the year... it was his - and the team’s - first shutout 

since May 11, a span of 10 games between shutouts.Shuttleworth’s 14 shutouts since the 

start of the 2013 season are tied for third-most in MLS ... COL’s Clint Irwin’s 17 lead the league 
the last two seasons, while PHI’s Zak MacMath's 15 are second, with Shuttleworth, NY’s Luis 
Robles and HOU's Tally Hall all tied for third with 14 apiece. 

TEAM SHUTOUT DROUGHT ENDS 

Wednesday’s shutout against Colorado snapped the the club’s longest shutout drought since 
also going 10 games between shutouts in 2010 (Aug. 18-Oct. 10)... the Revs started the 
season posting four shutouts in its first 10 games, but went 11 games before recording another 
... in that time, the Revs’ team goals against average went from 1.00 to 1.57, where it stands 
today. 

IT TAKES TWO TO WIN 

In the Revolution's eight wins, the Revolution scored at least two goals in each victory... the 
Revs are 8-0-0 when scoring two or more goals ... in the matches in which the Revs have 
scored one or fewer goals, New England is 0-11-2 with seven of those results coming via 
shutout (0-7-1)... five of the team’s wins have come by two or more goals, while three wins 
were by one goal. 

SCORING ONE ISN’T HELPING ANYMORE 

In four of the team’s last six losses, the Revs have scored one goal and lost... before the 
team’s 3-1 loss to Philadelphia on June 28, the Revolution were undefeated in matches in 
which the team scored at least one goal, going 7-0-1 in those matches ... the lone draw came 
in a 1-1 draw at Chicago on April 19 ... since June 28, however, the Revs are 0-4-0 when 
scoring a single goal. 

BACK FOUR IN FLUX THIS SEASON 

So far this season, seven different defenders have seen time along the Revs’ backline and Jay 
Heaps has used eight different starting four-man groupings in MLS matches:

Rookie Steve Neumann has made a team-high 14 substitute appearances this season for the 
Revs, and ranks second in MLS in total substitute appearances this year... after he made 
his MLS debut as a substitute on April 5 at D.C. 12 , he then went on to appear in 12 straight 
games as a second-half sub between April 19 and July 16 ... he made his first career start at 


Dallas on July 19.

FARRELL STILL FINDING HIS SPOT 

Andrew Farrell was heralded coming into MLS as one of the league and U.S.’ top defensive 
prospects, and after a stand-out rookie season, is now displaying a consistently top-notch effort 
as a sophomore at both right back and center back ... Farrell, who played all of his minutes in 
32 matches at right back last year, has split his time both out wide right and in the middle in 
2014 with nine starts at center back and 11 starts at right back ... he’s been named to MLS’ 
team of the week three times already this season - once as a right back and twice as a center 
back - and has been noticeably controlling along the backline this year... Farrell’s consistent 
and stellar play has pundits looking ahead to a potential star role at the international level: 

"... he’s emerged as a defender set to stake his international claim during the next World Cup 
cycle." - Brian Straus, Sl.com (May 2, 2014) 

THE BEARD BET 

Andrew Farrell is styling a growing beard, and it’s all because of a bet... in the off-season, Far¬ 
rell challenged his brother, Will, that he would grow a beard until he scored his first MLS goal 
... after coming oh-so-close against San Jose last year - Jon Busch made a shoe-string stop 
on a full extension to his right - Farrell is determined to score his first MLS goal this year - or 
have a growing beard for the season ... on the season, Farrell has created several opportuni¬ 
ties to shave the beard, posting four shots this season - including one on target. 

TIERNEY’S LEFT FOOT TOPS ALL 

Chris Tierney, the Revs’ longest tenured player, is one of MLS' most dangerous - and accurate 
- free-kick takers ... the left-footed Tierney topped Opta's list of most accurate free-kick takers 
since 2011, as published by MLSSoccer.com early in 2014 ... his average deviation off target 
of 7.81 degrees bettered second-place Jeff Larentowicz ... Houston’s Brad Davis - considered 
by many the top set-piece taker in the league - had a variance of 13.24 degrees off target... of 
Tierney’s seven career goals, three have been direct free kicks:

TIERNEY MAKES IT 150 & JOINS ELITE CLUB 

Chris Tierney made his 150th career appearance on July 26 when he started against Colum¬ 
bus ... he became the seventh player in Revs history to make at least 150 appearances for 
the club, joining Shalrie Joseph (261), Matt Reis (254), Jay Heaps (243), Steve Ralston (201), 
Taylor Twellman (174) and Joe Franchino (162)... Tierney has 137 career starts, and when he 
makes his 150th career start, he will be the seventh player in Revs history to reach that mark. 

SCOTT CALDWELL, SOON TO BE CPA 

Scott Caldwell recently passed the fourth of four exams necessary to earn a Certified Public 
Accountant designation ... now, all that remains before the letters CPA can be added to his 
name are either a full year’s hands-on practical experience in an accounting firm, or a master’s 
degree in accounting ... currently, because of his soccer schedule, Caldwell is considering 
finding a firm that will let him accumulate the practical hours on a part-time basis while he 
continues to play soccer professionally. 

DORMAN ADDED TO DL 

On July 12 against Chicago, Andy Dorman suffered a sprained right medial collateral ligament 
(MCL) in the 25th minute in a collision with Bakary Soumare ... he exited the game in the 29th 
minute, making way for Scott Caldwell... he was placed on the team’s Disabled List on July 15 
and must miss at least six games while on the DL, making the Aug. 23 match against Chivas 
USA the first possible match he could play ... however, his injury is expected to need 10-12 
weeks to fully heal before he is expected back on the field ... he has missed the team’s last 
four matches with the injury. 

YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Diego Fagundez, still a teenager, is now in his fourth year as a member of the Revs ... 
Fagundez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals (to tie for 
fifth in MLS) and added seven assists to lead the club in scoring ... the Leominster, Mass., 
product was also voted team MVP ... his 13 goals last season all came from the run of play, 
and marked the highest season goal total for a teenager in MLS history - and he is the only 
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teenager in MLS history to score 10 or more goals in one season ... Fagundez now has 21 
goals in his career and holds the league record for goal scoring by a teenager, last set by 
Eddie Gaven (16 goals).

FAGUNDEZ IS FINALLY A GRADUATE 

Already Major League Soccer’s all-time leading scorer as a teenager, Diego Fagundez ac¬ 
complished another personal milestone on June 5: he graduated high school... he walked in 
Fitchburg, Mass.’ Goodrich Academy’s graduation ceremony, earning his diploma in four years 
- on time - playing professional soccer the last three-and-a-half years ... during the ceremony, 
he made a speech thanking his principle and guidance counselor, and also presented the two 
with signed, framed Fagundez jerseys. 

FAGUNDEZ CLAIMS NINTH PLACE FOR HIMSELF 

With 21 career goals, Diego Fagundez has claimed sole possession of ninth place on the 
Revs'career goal scoring chart... he entered the season with 17 goals-tied for 10th with Andy 
Dorman - but his two goal effort against Seattle on May 11 jumped him over Raul Diaz Arce for 
ninth place ... Fagundez has also been an opportunistic scorer, and his seven game-winning 
goals are seventh in club history, tied with Kheli Dube. 

BENGTSON LOANED FOR THE YEAR 

Jerry Bengtson has been loaned to Argentine first-division club Belgrano, where he’ll remain 
until the end of the loan on June 30, 2015 ... Bengtson joined the Revolution on July 5, 2012, 
as a designated player from Honduras' CD Motagua. He has made 36 appearances (23 starts) 
and scored four goals since coming to the Revs ... he started all three of Honduras' matches 
at the 2014 FIFA World Cup in Brazil, and has scored 19 goals in 47 appearances for the 
Honduran national team. 

THREE FOR ALL 

Only three players on the Revs’ roster have appeared in all 21 matches this season, and two 
of them are in their first year playing in New England ... Teal Bunbury, Diego Fagundez and 
Daigo Kobayashi have all appeared in the first 21 matches of the season ... Bunbury is in his 
first season with the Revs after coming to the team via a trade from Kansas City in February, 
while Kobayashi joined New England in February from a trade with Vancouver... no New 
England player has started all 21 matches, nor played every minute of the season any longer. 

OPPONENTS DOING IT ON THEIR OWN 

So far this season, the Revolution's opponents have scored two own goals for New England 
... San Jose’s Victor Bernardez added one on March 29 in the Revs' 2-1 win, while Seattle's 
Chad Marshall scored one for the Revs on May 11 in New England's 5-0 win ... the two own 
goals received this year is the second-highest total in club history already (with 1998, 2003, 
2008 and 2012) - with 13 games still remaining ... in 2005, opponents scored three own goals, 
the most the Revs have ever received in one season. 

REVS’ U.S. OPEN CUP RUN ENDS 

On Tuesday, July 8, the Revolution was knocked out of the 2014 U.S. Open Cup following a 
2-0 quarterfinal loss on the road against the Philadelphia Union ... this was the seventh time 
in club history that the team advanced to the quarterfinal round, and the second year in a row 
... on July 8, Philadelphia used an ninth-minute goal from Conor Casey and a 47th-minute 
goal from Sebastien Le Toux to secure the win in the teams' quarterfinal match that featured a 
64-minute delay for severe weather at PPL Park.

FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American flag as 
we know it -- before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered 
stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was fbwn 
proudly in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s 
depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a 

red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 



It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 


No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 


With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 


Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 


Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.
